Though ths founder of this 
great aoelety had aehlsrad aaarked 
Alstlaetlea In his puhtle career he 
was always a loyal Vineentian and 
persevering in bla faith, bis sincerity 
ooinpellinr conviction. Therefore if 
was that thev slunild pcrpptuale the 
lives of men like O/.anani for the 
gooil fliey he'" done and the help 
rendered, that made men purer and 
saved all for Ood.

In the Chicago Inter-Orean of re- 
cent dste there appeared a sermon 
by Rev. Charles Bayard Mitchell, 
D. D., liL. D., who la aald to be the 
moot widely known Mathodlat minis- 
ter In the West, and Is pastor of St. 
James church, Chicago. Among 
other things Dr. Mitchell said: 

"t liave long aince come to that 
point In my religious experience 
vvlierp 1 can not do other than love 
and respect any chureh which exalts 
thp name of .lesus Christ. I think 
i, is evidence of growth in grace 
when a Christian comes hi love all 
the churches, and finds much to 
admire aad like In denominations 
other than bis own. l want to tell 
you this Boraiag same of the things 
which I Hke la other churches. 

"In the first place, I tike the 
Roman Catholic church because It 
stands so Immovably In Its allegiance 
to .Ii-suH Christ as very Cod. None 
ot its leaders ever iiuestion the deity 
of .lesus. i also like it because it be- 
lieves In the religious training of its 
children, and st great sacrifice of 
time and money does It. I could 
wish that it would send iu children 
to the public schools, while at the 
same time carrying on in Its churches 
tbe religious training upon which it 
rightly places so much emphasis. 

"I like It liecause it stands for the 
purity of Ihe home life and the 
sanctity of the marriaeg vow Thank 
God for that cliurch's strong and 
clear protest against the cheap di- 
vorce mills which disgrace our 
American civilisation. I honor that 
church for what It Is doing In the 
building aad maintenance of hoa- 
pitals aad aayluma. I honor It for 
its defenae of the Bible, and am al

ao tremendoualy In earnest to atem 

the tide of Godless materialisni. 

"I especially thank Cod for the 
atiiad that church lakes in this land 
against snarchy on the one hand and 
an Irapoaalble socialism on the other. 
When t think of the seetliing masses 
of foreigners of a certain type in our 
citlea. w.h!oh wo Protoataato aever 
produced, and thus far at least have 
been unable to touch, I thaak Ood 
for a Chrlatlan chureh which doea 
toiKh them .and exerts Its potent In- 
fill, n p ever the^^ from the wild 
Migaries !•{ Ihe Impracticable Social- 
ist and alMO frcni] ihe dpslructlve 
tendencies ot ih,- u ilil-. viHl nnarcliisi.

It appears that thi 
Presbyterian chureh at Scotstown, 
Connty .Moiioglian. has been aerved 
by a I ir^rygman named Rev. John 
Pailerson — so far as we know a 
worthy minister of bis church, and 
no man 'has ventured to say oiiicr 
wise.
